Mr.  Stout,  f  r  the  Water  Committee 
recommended  that  a  main  be  laid  on 
^llor  Street  if  It  could  be  done  without 
putting  in  a  hydrant;  also  the  extension 
ou  Baldwin  Street  from  Ridgewood  Ave¬ 
nue  to  the  railroad  line  and  pulttug  In 
one  hydrant.  1  ha  Committee  had  ar¬ 
ranged  to  lay  a  main  In  Osborne  Street 
up  to  Kid <e wood  Avenue,  placing  a  hy¬ 
drant  at  the  corner  of  Baaslnger  Street 
and  another  at  the  corner  of  Forest 
8ti<*ht ;  also  for  a  main  on  Liberty  Street 
tetwoeu  Walnut  Street  and  Williamson 
Avenue. 

The  matter  of  readjusting  the  water

Mr.  Rpyner  called  up  the  Washington 
Street  sewer  onllnanoe  aud  It  was  put  on 
Us  Di0t  passage.  On  his  motion  It  waa 
ordered  published  tu  the  two  local  papera. 

An  ordinance  prepaied  by  the  Town 
Counsel  for  the  Issuing  of  sewer  bouda 
was  read  and  laid  over  under  the  rules.

Stout  opposing  town  ownership  and  con¬ 
trol  of  Water  and  Light,  a  motion  pro* 
vailed  to  receive  the  communication  and 
place  It  ou  file. 

^r-  Rayner  presented  a  communication 
from  the  New  Jersey  Traction  Company 
asking  permission  to  lay  an  additional 
track  on  Bloomfield  Avenue  from  Newark 
line  to  present  termluus  at  Liberty  Street 
and  a  double  track  road  from  thence  to 
Mootolair  line. 

Communication  from  Mr.  Joe.  Oakee 
and  other  property  owners  waa  read,  pro¬ 
tecting  against  the  tiauka  being  placed 
on  tha  aides  of  the  road-  The  protest 
was  placed  on  file,  and  the  application  of 
the  Railroad  Company  referred  to  Town 
Counsel  to  ascertain  the  rights  the  town- 
•blp  had  (if  any)  under  the  existing  laws. 

Mr.  Lockwood  moved  that  the  Town 
Clerk  be  instructed  to  give  tbe  aonial 


report  to  the  publisher  of  the  Citizen  to 
pn  ut  at  tha  same  price  aa  was  paid  last 
year  to  publisher  of  Thm  Rbcobd,  and 
pro  rata  for  any  axceae  ahould  It  be  more 
voluminous  than  the  previous  report. 

Mr.  Beach  waa  vary  much  la  favor  of 
the  resolution  and  said  there  waa  ,a 
tain  amount  fixed  by  law  to  be  paid  for 
•ueb  printing  and  thought  It  a  "very  small 
thing  to  say  to  the  printer,  you  must 
compete  and  put  your  prices  so  low  that 
you  can't  live  upon  them  or  you  doo't  get 
the  job."  and  continuing  said  the  town¬ 
ship  was  not  an  objeet  of  benevolence  and 
ahould  pay  fair  prices  for  what  it  had 
done. 

Mr.  Oakes  expressed  himself  as  in  fav. 
ot  of  the  resolution  and  said  be  liked  th4 
Look  wood  proposition. 

Mr.  Gilbert  amended  the  motion  that 
In  fairness  to  the  two  papera  tha  Town 
Clerk  be  Instructed  to  get  estimates  from 
sach. 

Mr.  Rayner  aald  aa  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Fire,  8ewer.  etc.,  that  he 
had  baen  put  to  considerable  trouble  to 
obtain  estimate^  ou  imall  mailers  of  sup¬ 
ply,  but  now  comas  a  voluminous  docu- 
meut,  much  more  ao  than  any  ws  have 
had  and  a  resolution  Is  Introduced  doing 
away  with  competition.  It  waa  his  opin¬ 
ion  that  estimates  should  be  obtained  and 
the  printing  given  to  the  lowest  bidder 
The  arueudineul  was  lost,  Gilbert,  Ray- 
uer  and  Hummel  voting  for  it  and  the 
following  against  It:  Lockwood,  Stout, 
Oaki-s  and  Beach. 

The  original  motion  then  prevailed  by 
the  same  four  voting  lu  the  affirmative. 

The  disbursing  of  the  people's  monej 
waa  then  eutered  upon  ai  <i  unis  pass*  o  : 
among  them  was  the  LIU  of  Ex  Chancelhn 
Runyon  for  $500,  being  for  an  opinion  ren¬ 
dered  upou  the  Sew«.r  Counsel  with 
Orange. 

Mr.  Ray  uer  said  he  was  sorry  that  the 
bill  had  been  presented,  aa  there  was  a 
personal  matter  involved  lu  it,  the  Treas¬ 
urer  at  a  previous  meeting  havii  g  stated 
that  he  would  pay  the  bill  if  tbe  town  did 
uol.  Poor  as  he  1  Rayner)  was  he  would 
rather  pay  his  shaie  of  It  than  have  It 
brought  before  the  Township. 

The  presiding  officer  at  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  hie  term  of  office  had  laid  down 
a  Hue  of  action  that  no  obligations  should 
be  lueurred  outside  of  the  reguJl. 
liqfi  v.  .oe  Com  at  it  lee  and  some  of  the 
members  had  tried  to  live  up  to  It.  This 
was  a  large  expenditure  of  money  and 
may  have  been  necessary,  but  had  never 
come  before  lbs  Township  Committee  as 
a  whole,  never  brought  to  his  attention, 
although  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Sewer 
Committee.  1  here  was  no  authorization 
of  the  bill  by  the  Committee  and  be  oould 
not  vote  for  It.  Ho  said  that  the  people 
were  opposed  to  the  payment  of  the  bill 
He  also  saidalbat  there  was  ample  time 
to  have  had  a  meeting  of  the  Committee. 
Montclair's  position  was  even  worse  than 
ours.  The  consent  of  this  Committee 
was  not  obtained  to  the  incurring  of  tbe 
expense,  and  with  him  it  was  a  matter  o't 
conscience  and  he  should  vote  against  it 

Mr.  Lockwood  said  he  also  hall  talked 
with  the  people  but  they  did  not  talk  the 
same  as  those  with  whom  Mr.  Rayner 
had  bean  tn  communication.  He  said 
they  had  to  get  the  oplulou  of  some  one 
widely  known  to  remove  the  blemish  that 
had  come  upon  our  financial  standing. 
Newark  banks  would  now  take  our  notes. 
The  opinion  was  a  good  thing  and  we 
should  Vote  for  ;he  payment  of  the  bill. 

Mr.  Gilbert  asked  how  the  loan  cams 
to  be  questioned. 

Mr.  Lockwood  replbd  that  Financial 
IualltulLlous  were  always  sensitive. 

Mr.  Gilbert  said  that  the  whole  trouble 
came  from  Doctor  Richards,  Ex-Town 
Counsel  and  present  Bank  Counsel. 

Mr  Hummel  agreed  with  Messrs.  Ray¬ 
ner  and  Gilbert,  aud  was  pronounced  in 
his  opinion  that  the  bill  had  beau  illegally 
Incurred. 

Mr.  Stout  said  It  was  an  Important 
Uuauclal  emergency  that  required  prompt 
and  quiet  action.  They  did  not  Intend  It 
to  be  made  public. 

Mr.  Beach  said  that  the  interests  of  the 
town  were  at  stake.  When  roads  on  Up¬ 
per  Broad  Street  were  impassable  It  was 
aot  necessary  to  call  the  Committee  to¬ 
gether,  but  It  required  prompt  action  and 
no  one  would  have  caviled  at  action  by 
the  Sub-Committee. 

Mr.  Hummel  thought  differently  and 
that  the  emerglucy  was  uot  so  pieesiug 
jut  that  at  least  the  Chairman  of  the 
Sewer  Committee  could  have  been  con¬ 
sulted. 

Mr.  Oakes  recognized  tbs  Irregularity 
of  the  transaction  and  yet  the  neceeelty 
for  It.  This  cloud  came  up  suddenly  and 
raqulred  very  prompt  aotlon.  The  opln- 
ou  was  valuable,  aa  the  Chairman  of  tha 
Sewer  Committee  recognized  It  and  based 
its  actions  upon  it. 

Mr.  Rayner  could  not  see  the  pressing 
necessity,  aa  the  bank  had  our  notes  and 
we  had  tha  mouey. 

Mr.  Oakes  said  that  what  pressed  was 
the  amount  due  to  Orange. 

Mr.  Rayner  aald  It  rested  with  tha 
bank  whlob  had  loaned  the  money  and 
taken  the  risk  not  with  the  man  who  ne¬ 
gotiated  the  paper,  to  find  out  Its  value. 

The  bill  waa  then  passed  by  the  follow¬ 
ing  vote:  Affirmative.  Lockwood,  Stout, 
Oakes  and  Beach.  Negative,  Rayner, 
Gilbert,  Hummel. 

After  the  bill  had  been  passed.  Mr. 
Beach  said  that  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Ray¬ 
ner  bad  opened  up  to  him  the  reason  why 
some  people  bad  been  opposed  to  tha 
>ajmsut  of  tha  Bill,  and  that  waa  because 
they  had  supposed  It  was  a  bank  matter, 
done  at  the  expense  of  the  town.  A  man 
came  to  him  who  bad  heard  that  It  had 
been  done  for  the  bank  at  the  expense  of 
the  town ;  aa  soon  aa  he  (Beach)  bad  ex¬ 
plained  tbe  transaction,  he  went  away 
>erfectly  satisfied.  A  high  opinion  was 
necessary  to  carry  weight.  The  previous 
Committee  bad  not  done  Its  duty.  He 
asked  If  any  one  supposed  a  bank  would 
have  continued  to  loan  utonay  on  such 


•scurlty.  Money  waa  dua  Orange  and 
there  was  a  penalty  attached  for  delay  In 
payments.  The  Treasurer  had  refuse* 
to  do  what  waa  not  honorable.  He  wlebec 
It  to  be  distinctly  understood  that  the 
opinion  waa  obtained  for  the  bei.efit  o' 
the  town,  and  that  It  was  all  wrong  to 
Uilsk  that  It  was  for  the  benefit  of  the 
beok. 

Mr.  Rayner  made  tbe  point  that  there 
waa  no  such  naed  for  haste  as  thera  wi 
ample  time  to  call  the  Committee  to¬ 
gether  If  It  bad  beeo  daelred. 

Mr.  Beach  aald  that  It  look  lime  to 
write  such  as  opinion  and  they  did  not 
waut  their  action  to  be  made  public. 

Mr.  Rayner  asked  If  the  Chairman  con 
sidered  the  matter  of  such  Importance  aa 
to  set  aside  bla  own  rule?  (That  no  bill 
be  Incurred  without  the  sanction  of  the 
whole  Committee.) 

Mr.  Beach  said  he  waa  -governed  lu 
making  that  rule  by  what  waa  dens  la 
tbe  last  Town  Committee  is  avuldlag  re¬ 
sponsibility.  Everything  was  dons  In 
the  Sub-Committee  and  they  had  to  stand 
the  brant;  he  did  not  propose  to  have 
any  shirking  this  time,  and  that  was  why 
the  rule  was  made. 

Mr.  Hummel  asked  the  Town  Counsel 
whether  any  members  of  the  Town  Com¬ 
mittee  had  any  legal  right  to  contract 
such  a  bill. 

Mr.  Barrett  aald  that  the  bill  as  con¬ 
tracted.  was  not  the  act  of  Lhe  Towu 
Committee.  If  the  Town  Committee  had 
repudiated  tl.e  opinion  and  had  not  b«eu 
governed  by  It.  the  case  would  have  been 
l  ffereut.  The  oplulon  was  presented  to 
i he  full  Town  Committee.  The  error,  aa 
made  last  ve«r.  wag  entirely  that  of  last 
year's  i»  v*u  (.ounce). 

Mr  Gilbert  said:  Mr.  Barrett  will  r©- 
luciuber  that  I  arose  and  objected  ;  Mr. 
Stout  aald  :  Read  It,  and  a  lien  the  bill 
cornea  lu  If  the  town  don't  want  to  pay  it 
I  will. 

Mr.  Barrett  said  under  all  the  circum¬ 
stances  Mr.  Runyau  could  collect  Ills  bill 
against  the  town  by  process  of  law 

Mr.  Oakes  said  that  the  Tr  -asurer  had 
employed  a  Clerk  during  the  year  at  an 
expeuse  of  $50.00  and  made  a  motion 
that  the  services  be  paid  [by  the  Town¬ 
ship.  Carried. 


Stwh^UJer’s  Convention. 

Monday  afternoou  there  was  a  gather¬ 
ing  of  the  clans  at  Dodd's  Hall,  Bloom¬ 
field,  for  th*  purpose  of  nominating  a 
candidate  for  freeholder  In  the  Eleventh 
Assembly  District  which  comprises  Belle¬ 
ville,  Bloomfield,  Caldwell,  Caldwell 
Borough,  East  Orange,  Franklin,  Livlngb- 
tou,  Milburo,  kloutclviraud  Verona. 

The  fringe  of  politlcHus  gathered  on 
the  sidewalk  ere  the  convention  convened 
was  a  novel  sight  to  the  unsophisticated 
citizen  There  were  three  candidates  In 
the  field — Jas  Peck  (the  present  incum¬ 
bent)  of  East  Orange,  Thos.  McGowan  of 
Bloomfield,  aud  Weslsy  Van  Glesou  of 
Montclair.  The  delegates  were  a  good 
uatured  crowd,  as  It  waa  long  past  the 
hour  named  for  the  eouveutlon  when  it 
was  called  to  order,  as  they  had  been 
waiting  for  the  Chairman  of  a  delegation 
to  arrive.  The  Hall  was  well  filled  with 
spectators  who  were  Interested  in  the 
result.  H.  L.  Potter  of  East  Oraugp 
called  the  convention  to  order.  A.  jL 
Lockwood  (who  really  Is  a  novlee  In  poli¬ 
tics)  of  Bloomfield  was  elected  Chairman 
and  J.  Neviu  Cline  of  Belleville.  Becretaryi 
A  committee  of  one  from  each  township 
and  borough  was  appointed  a  committee 
on  rules.  The  committee  reported 
through  A.  C.  Sluder  the  following  code 
of  rules,  viz : 

First,  roll  call  for  nominations;  second, 
an  Informal  ballot ;  third,  formal  ballot; 
fourth,  majority  of  all  votes  cast  shall 
elect;  fifth,  vote  of  towu  to  be  named  by 
Its  chairman;  sixth,  Committee  of  one  to 
be  appointed  to  fill  vacancy  should  any 
oocur  by  death  or  otherwise.  Rules  were 
adopted.  H.  M.  Barrett,  the  silver 
tougued  counsellor  of  Bloomfield ,  nomi 
nated  Thus.  McGowan  In  a  few  well 
chosen  words.  Joel  Hatt  of  East  Orange 
had  the  task  of  makltig  two  nominations 
for  his  delegation,  Jas.  Peck  and  Thos. 
McGowan.  Livingston  nominated  |Rlch- 
ard  Spier  of  Caldwell — tbe  delegate  who 
nominated  him  evidently  from  his  re¬ 
ntal  ks  preferred  going  to  Caldwell,  al¬ 
though  It  eontalued  the  penitentiary, 
rather  than  to  Trenton  with  Its  last  legis¬ 
lature. 

John  H.  Wilson  of  Montclair  bad  two 
oandldatea  to  present,  J.  Wesley  Van 
Gleeon  for  tbe  majority  and  Tboe.  Mo 
Gowen  for  the  minority.  On  an  Informal 
ballot  McGowan  bad  Belleville  4,  Bloom* 
field  solid  13,  EastOiange  6,  Livingston 
2.  Mllburu  3,  Verona  1,  Montclair  4;  total 
33.  Peck  had  East  Orange  15;  Jacob 
Klersted,  Franklin  4 ;  Richard  Spiar,  Liv¬ 
ingston  2;  J.  Wesley  Van  Oleson,  Mont¬ 
clair  7. 

Before  the  Secretary  could  announce 
the  vote  East  Orange  changed  her  vote  to 
which  was  followed  by  Montclair,  asd 
upon  motion  the  nomination  of  Tboe.  Mo 
Gowan  was  made  unanimous  amidst  great 
enthusiasm. 

Messrs.  Hatt,  Nelson  aud  Bairett  were 
appointed  a  oommlttee  to  escort  Mr.  Me 
Gowan  into  tka  Convention,  and  he  was 
received  with  very  hearty  cheering.  He 
mads  a  abort  but  very  good  speech,  In 
which  ha  pledged  himself  to  vote  against 
race  tracks  and  their  interests,  and 
thanked  bis  friends  for  the  Interest  they 
had  taken  In  his  nomination.  Mr.  Me 
Gowan  la  ao  well  known  in  Bloomfield 
that  he  does  not  need  any  Introduction, 
ie  has  served  honorably  lu  the  legisla¬ 
ture  and  In  the  Board  of  Freeholders, 
and  will  be  a  credit  to  Bloomfield  when 
ie  takes  his  seat  In  the  new  board.

Samuel  E  Moffett,  the  Washington 
(D.  O.)  oorrvepundeint  ut  the  Sat* 
I-Yancioeo  Kxaminrr,  recently  vuuU<d 
the  Tillage  of  Fredonia,  N.  Y.,  and  he 
has  writteu  an  interesting  letter  to 
his  paper,  describing  tbe  notable 
steps  taken  there  in  the  direction  of 
public  ownership.  In  18f>G  Fredouia 
was  almost  destitute  of  public  im¬ 
provements  Tbe  first  step  toward 
progress  was  the  building  of  a  Nor¬ 
mal  School  by  bonding  the  tow  u  and 
then  turning  the  school  o»er  to  Lhe 
state.

Threadneedle  street  Is  a  corruption  of 
Thridenal  street,  meaning  the  third 
street  from  “Chepesyde”  to  the  great 
thoroughfare  from  London  bridge  tor 
“Bushop  Gate”  (consisting  of  New  Fyshe 
streate  and  Bushop  Gate  streate,  Anglo- 
Saxon,  thridda,  third).  Another  etymol¬ 
ogy  is  Thrig-needle  (three  needle  street), 
from  the  three  needles  which  the  Nee¬ 
dle  Makers’  company  bore  in  their  arms. 
It  begins  at  the  Mansion  house,  and 
therefore  the  Bank  of  England  stands  in 
it.  The  directors  of  the  Bank  of  Eng¬ 
land  were  called  "The  Old  Lady  In 
Threadneedle  Street”  by  William  Cob- 
bett,  because,  like  Mrs.  Partington,  they 
tried  with  their  broom  to  keep  back  the 
Atlantic  waves  of  national  progress. 

Brewer  notes 
the  following  extract  from  Dickens'  “Dr. 
Marigold:”  “A  silver  curl  paper  that  I 
myself  took  off  the  shining  locks  of  the 
ever  beautiful  old  lady  of  Threadneedle 
street”  (a  bank  note).

“Last  year  tb©  most  pressing  need 
still  remaining  unsatisfied  seemed 
that  of  a  system  of  illumination. 
Fredonia  bad  beeu  the  first  place  in 
the  world  to  light  its  houses  with 
natural  gas,  beginning  this  improve¬ 
ment  as  long  ago  as  1821,  but  70 
years  later  its  streets  still  remained 
in  darkness.  The  gas  was  controlled 
by  a  private  corporation  w hose  high 
prices  had  discouraged  the  use  of 
that  variety  of  lighting  for  public 
purposes  But  the  village  had  finally 
learned  that  it  could  take  care  of  it 
self,  and  last  year  put  in  an  electric 
light  plant  of  its  own.  The  cost  of 
the  system  was  $12,000.  No  bonds 
were  issued.  The  first  $1,000  was 
paid  out  of  the  year’s  tax,  and  five  per 
cent  notes  payable  in  two,  three  and 
four  years  were  given  for  the  rest. 

"At  everj*  new  turn  of  the  Fredonia 
‘bond  mill’  the  local  Silurians  have 
gloomily  predicted  such  a  load  of  tax 
ation  ao  would  make  the  place  unin¬ 
habitable.  How  are  their  prophecies 
turning  out?  I  quote  from  s  letter  of 
a  progressive  and  representative  citi¬ 
zen,  who  has  worked,  like  every  wide¬ 
awake  man,  for  the  advancement  ef 
his  town. 

“When  our  last  electric  light  note 
is  paid  our  village  tax  will  not  exceed 
five  mills  per  dollar  on  the  assessors 
valuation  (54  per  cent  of  selling  val¬ 
ues)  and  we  shall  still  have  a  surplus 
for  other  improvements  When  our 
water  works  and  public  building  are 
paid  for,  the  income  *  ill  easily  pay 
all  our  village  expenses.  In  fact,  we 
may  be  able  to  declare  a  dividend 
each  year  to  the  people,  instead  of 
taxing  theta.  I  want  to  live  tdl  then 
just  to  see  rich  property  owners 
swearing  up  their  valuations  to  get  a 
big  divy,  instead  of  concealing  and 
swearing  down,  as  they  do  now,  to 
dodge  their  share  of  taxes  ’ 

“Fredonia  has  a  complete  survey 
for  Fewer  system,  which  has  already 
been  carried  out  so  far  as  the  princi¬ 
pal  streets  are  concerned,  and  is  be¬ 
ing  extended  from  year  to  year.  The 
people  pay  for  their  sewers  as  they 
?o  along,  each  street  meeting  the  cost 
of  its  own  local  drainage,  and  the  vil 
age  paying  for  any  increased  size 
needed  to  accommodate  other  streets. 
The  principal  streets  are  provided 
with  stone  sidewalks — not  artificial, 
)ut  real  stone.  Tbe  property  owners 
are  encouraged  to  lay  these  in  front  of 
heir  places  by  being  allowed  a  draw¬ 
back  of  half  the  cost  from  the  genera] 
street  tax.  When  most  of  the  pro- 
jn fetors  on  a  street  have  laid  stone 
sidewalks,  the  Silurians  who  hold  out 
find  themselves  paying  about  the 
whole  tax. 

“Since  the  Fredonia  people  have 
ouDd  the  secret  of  making  improve¬ 
ments  *pay  for  themselves,  there  is 
scarcely  anything  they  would  lack  the 
confidence  to  undertake.  The  town
